Interurban Line To Dam is 
Projected. 
An interurban Im** from San Anton­ 
io to the Medina dam is in prospect of 
construction 
It will go via San Jose, 
Kirk, LaCoste and Castroville, a dis­ 
tance of thirty-eight miles. 
The road 
will be built by the San Antonio, San 
Jose & Medina Valley Inleruban Rail­ 
way Company. 
The company now has a 
line in 
operation from the end of the Har- 
landale line to San Jose and according 
to General Manager J. G. Miller, con­ 
tracts have been signed for construc­ 
tion of the next section, a thirteen- 
mile stretch from San Jose to Kirk. 
Consfrueton will bo in charge of H. 
L. 
Miles, a railroad contractor 
of 
large operations, who is interested in 
the proposition and is coming from 
Kansas to direct activities. 
lie is ex­ 
pected co arrive next week and Mr. 
Miller said construction 
would 
be 
commenced shortly thereafter. 
Mr. Miller estimates that 
four months will be required to com­ 
p le x the line to the dam. 
It will be 
built in three sections, 
the first from 
San J o se 
to Kirk, 
the second from 
Kirk to Castroville and then from 
Castroville to the dam. 
Representa­ 
tives of the company ar-* now engaged 
in securing right-of-way and making 
othtr necessary arrangem ents so that 
the woi k may progress 
without t 
hitch. 
It is planned to use g a -oiine-driven 
motor cars a> a means of transporta­ 
tion. 
The use of electric power tor 
the road wa- deemed too expensive. 
According to Mr. Miller six McKeen 
motor cars, 55 feet in length, 
will oc 
ordered to begin operation. 
The first 
work to be done will be alteration of 
the present line to San Jose from the 
Corpus Christi road to the Pleasanton 
road in order to save about three­ 
quarters of a mile in distance. 
The road will give Castroville its 
first rail connections won the outside 
world. 
It will puss near the vast 
acreage to be irrigated 
from 
the 
Medina dam in 
this vicinity of Kirk 
and LaCoste, will serve San Jose, a 
h'-alth resort, and whore the largest 
bathing beach in Texas is under con­ 
struction at the present time, 
and 
will afford a means of reaching the 
Medina dam. 
VV itll these many advantages

traffic undoubtedly vs ill be heavy from 
the outset and Mr. Miller -aid no diffi
